For the ceremony, a large num­ 
ber of parents of children attend­

After boys led the procession of 
priests, monsignori and the bishop 
as it moved to the north side of 
the structure w-here the prayers of 
blessing were chanted and then 
Bishop Leech stepped outside the 
structure into the snow to bless 
the exterior.

“When I came to the parish on 
All Souls Day 1935 there were 
400 members in the parish, with 
about 75 school children. They 
were going to a small two-class- 
room public school in a building 
owned by the parish. We deter­ 
mined then to establish our own 
parochial school and four years 
later were able to add two class­ 
rooms to the old school house and

school. It cost $35,000 to recon­ 
struct the school and it cost $10,000 
to construct a convent for the Sis­ 
ters of St. Joseph w'ho would be 
the teachers for the school. That 
was a great deal of money for 
our small parish whose total in­ 
come at the time was about $6,500 
a year. But somehow with the 
grace of God and much assistance 
from persons outside the parish 
we accomplished the construction 
and had only $10,000 debt. It took 
us 15 years to pay off that debt. 
“ In 1951 we had the fire that 
destroyed our school.

Columnist s Attack On Ike 


The uncalled for and unchari­ 
table attack on the ownership of 
President Eisenhower’s farm by 
ar 
irresponsible columnist 
last 
week brought a lengthy and direct 
denial as well as a charge of fal­ 
sifying the facts from a distin­ 
guished theologian and a respect­ 
ed citizen. 
So incensed was Dr. Harry F. 
Baughman, president of the Lu­ 
theran Theological Seminary, when 
he read the syndicated column 
written by Drew Pearson that he 
penned an immediate denial a 
copy of which is published in full 
as follows: 
“It Is always possible for a skill­ 
ful columnist to write statements 
that can be defended as ‘the 
truth,’ yet through them actually 
spread untruth. Because you have 
done this in your recent syndi­ 
cated report on ‘The Eisenhower 
Farm s,’ I am writing to request 
that you give as wide circulation 
to this correction of your slanting 
and inuendo as the original article 
received.

Governor Will Ask For 
Boost In Gasoline Tax 


HARRISBURG - AP* - Pennsyl­ 
vania's lawmakers, back from a 
week’s rece.ss. will get a look to­ 
day at the Lawrence Administra­ 
tion's spending proposals for the 
1961-62 fiscal period. 
It was learned from administra­ 
tion sources the budget will total 
nearly $1 billion for general fund 
operations. 
Gov. 
Lawrence 
scheduled 
a 
budget briefing session with leg­ 
islative leaders for early in the 
day and an address later before 
a joint session of the Senate and 
House 
The administration took pains 
to keep its fiscal 
proposals a 
closely guarded secret until Law­ 
rence had an opportunity to out­ 
line them in detail before the law­ 
makers. However, there was gen­ 


eral agreement among speculative 
reports about 
what his budget 
message would contain. 
HIKE IN GAS TAX 
The financial outlay was expect­ 
ed to call for an increase of two 
cents in the state’s five-cent-a-gal- 
!on gasoline tax. 
The administration was reported 
ready to ask for a step-up in col­ 
lection of taxes on business and 
industry and for increased funds 
to combat unemployment and to 
carry out 
urban redevelopment 
programs. 
The gasoline tax increase would 
have to be included in the special 
or motor fund budget which will 
be sent to the legislature along 
with the general fund spending re­ 
quests. 
The general fund pays all or­ 


dinary expenses of state govern­ 
ment. Highway construction and 
maintenance are financed by the 
motor fund. 
K E E P SALES TAX 
The administration also was re­ 
ported to have decided against 
any increase or expansion of the 
state's 4 per cent sales tax, chief 
revenue raiser in the fiscal pic­ 
ture 
A proposed one-cent boost in the 
gasoline tax ran into a roadblock 
in the 1959 legislature and even­ 
tually fell by the wayside. 
Highways 
Secretary Park H. 
Martin, in calling for a speed-up 
in the state’s road building pro­ 
gram. has stressed his depart­ 
ment's need for more money to 
do the job and keep up with main­ 
tenance responsibilities. 
Acceleration of tax collections 
from business and industry would 
be carried out by permitting ad­ 
vance payments by those taxed. 
Two business taxes have been 
collected under partial accelera­ 
tion since 1967. They are the cor­ 
porate net income tax. which in 
that year was accelerated by SO 
per cent, and the capital stocks j 
tax. which was advanced by 90 
per cent. 
Eighty per cent generally is con­ 
sidered by government focal ex­ 
perts to be the highest accelera­ 
tion which can be applied success­ 
fully.
